Eggs in Wintur.

Unless fowls bave warm and ccm-
fortable quarters, together with a
zood sapply of uourishing food, they
will not lay to any great extent during
the winter months, and as this is the
very time of all the year when eggs
are most appreciated acd bring the
best price, it pays to lay in a stock
when they are beth plenty and cheap.

The following receipt for preserving
acgs is taken from the ¢hird report of
the United States Butter and Cheesas
association. Whileit is intended and
and ueed to a great extent by large
dealers and shippers of eggs, it can
also be used by private families who,
with but a little effort on their part,
can have & supply of tresh eggs on
hand at &ll timzf:y R

To make the pickle, use stone lime,
fine ealt and water, in the following
proportions: Cne bushel of lime, eight
quarts of salt, twenty-five ten-ouart
pails of water. The lime must be of
the finest quality, free from sand and
dirt—lima that will slack white, fine
aud clean. Have the salt clean and
the water pure and sweet, free from
all vegetable or decomposed matter.

Slack the limeawith a portion of the
water and the salt. Stir well three
or four times, at intervals, and then
let it stand until well settled and cold,
Either dip or draw off the clear pickle
into the eask or vat in which it is
intended to preserve the ezgs. When
the cask or val is filled to the depth of
fifteen or cighteen inches, begin topub
in the &g+, afid when they lis, sy
about one foot deep, spresd around
over them some pfcila that is a little

the fine lime drawn tuto the pores of
the shell as they will be by a kind of
induciive process, and thereby eom-

tely neal the ecgs. Care should be

stick to the shells of the eges, and
render them difficult to clean when ta-
ken cut, (Tue chief canse of thin,
watery whites in lime egus is that
they are nmnot properly cealed
in the mauner described. Ancther
cause In the putting into the pickle
old, stale ecqa that have thin, weak
whites.) When the evgs are within
thran or foar inches of the top of the
eask or vat, covet them with factory
cloth, and spread on two or three
inches of the lime that soitles in mak-
ing the pickle, and it is the greatest
importance that the pickle be kept
continually up over this lime. A thin
basin (kolding about six or eight
dozen eggs), punched quita fall of
inch holes, edge mufflzd with leather,
and a suoitabla handla about three
feet long attached, will be found con-
veniont for putting the egea into the
pickle, Fill 1he basin with eggs, put
both under the pickle and turn the
egns out; they will go to the bottom
without breaking.

When the timé Gomes to markat
tha egas, they must be taken cut of
the pickel, cleaned, dried, and packed.
To clean them, secura half of a
molassea-hogsherd, or somethindika
it, fill the same alout Lalf full of
water. ave & sufficient number of
crates of tha right size (to hold twen-
ty or twanty-gm dﬂt'?nz, made of
la‘hs or cther elits, placed about
thrae-quarters of an inch a part.
Sink one of {hera crates in the half-
hogshead, taka tha bsaln nsed to put
the egza into tha pickle, dip the eggs
by raising it up and down in the wa-
ter, and, if netess rv to properly
cledn them, s=t the crate upand douse
water over them; then, if any eggs are
found, when packing, that tha lime
has not been fu'ly removed from,
they should belaid outand all the

lima cleaned off befre packing.
When tha egss  are carelully
washed, they ecan be sst up cor

out in a suitab'e place to diy, in the
crates, They should dry quickly, and
b2 packek ns goon msdry.  In packing
the srme rules should bo observed as
i packing fresh eggs.

Vata built in a ccllar around the
wa'ls, with about half their depth be-
low the surface, about four or five
feet deep, six feet long, and four feet
wide, are usnslly considered the best
for preservirg egea in, although many
use end prefer large tubs made of
weod. The place in which the vats
are huilt, or the tubs kept, shou'd be
cleen snd sweet, free from all bad
odors, and where a steady, low tem-
peraturemay be maintained—the low:
er the better, that ie, down to any
point above freering,

—

Dses for Piax Straw.

It is hopad that the time will soon
come when there will ke & market for
flax fiber in this country. At present
flax is grown, except in a few locali-
ties where there are flix-mills, en-
tirely for the seed. The straw is gen-
erally thrown away, and is sometimea
burned. This straw mey be emyployed
for a number of very useful purposes,
In the sourh tarmers have a littla ap-
paratus which they set up ina yard
or field, by means of which they
make very zood ropes out of coticn,
hemp and flax. Ropes made of flax
siraw are useful for securing young
trees to atakes, for attaching vines to
posts, or trellises, or for tying about
be used to excellent ndvautngia for
putting abont tranks of trees in order
to protect them from the heat of the
sun. Twisted somawhat loosely, and
wrapped about rose bushes and tender
shrubbery, it affords excellent protec-
tion,

Flax straw makes excsllent packing
for ice. But a comparatively small
amount of it is required. It is clean,
essy to handle, and not as liable to
mold or rot ss the substances that ars
usually employed. A piece of ice
taken from the housa and wrapped in
flax straw may be carried a long dis-
tance with but very little waste Many
farmers do not put vup ice becauss it is
difficult for them to obtain sawdust or
tan-bark for packing. TFlax straw
makes good bedding for all kinds of
stock, and it is especislly good for
hogs. It is excelloent material for
mulching, and there aro few things
superior to it for mulchiing strawberry
vines. It forms a close sort of mat
ting on which the berries can ripen
without Leing epattered with mud.
Most kinds of stock will eat flaxstraw
after they have become aceustomed to
use it by having small quantities fed
at a time.

———————
Cheap Poultry House.

D. Warren deseribes a cheap poul-
try house in pouliry ysrd: T stick
down a row of poles, say two feet
apart, the length T want my hen house,
nex: I put down another row not as
high as the firat bat parallel with
them, and the d staves: between them
to be the width T want. Whera I
want my windows I leave out a pole
or two, rccording to the size of the
window, I fasten my rocets from one
pole to another across the hen house.
The ends are made the same as the
sides, leaving epoe for the door. I
then cover It all over with factory
cotton, that bas been water-priofed,
and line the insids with tarred paper,
and I have a hen-hkonse that is warm
in winter and cool in summer, and the
vermin never trouble me.

The factory cotton or unbleached
sheeting can be bought for eight cents
a yard, and can be made water-proof
for five cents a yard. The tarred pa-
per costs two cents a pound; so breed-
ers, after they have decided how large
they want their hen house, can figure
up the cost.
